Thousands of cyclists to hit town in Ride London event

The world’s largest cycling festival 
arrives in Kingston this weekend - 
but it seems not everybody is 
happy to see the event return. 

Ride London takes place on Sun¬ 
day, August 10, with 150 profes¬ 
sional cyclists and thousands of 
amateurs pedalling through the 
town centre for the second install¬ 
ment of the annual showcase. 

But with numerous bus diver¬ 
sions and 26 rolling road closures - 
including Kingston Bridge, Rich¬ 
mond Park, Clarence Street and 
Portsmouth Road - some residents 


have complained the Olympic 
legacy event causes more disrup¬ 
tion than it is worth. 

Tolworth resident Jackie 
Kerkham said: “It’s like being 
under house arrest. It’s either stay 
at home or find somewhere to go 
that is off the cycle route.” 

Carl Kember, 76, from Coombe 
Road, said he had suggested a map 
detailing diverted bus routes, but 
town centre managers Kingston- 
first and Kingston Council had not 
followed through. 

He said: “People need to know 
where to get the buses from. 

“Coombe Lane West and Coombe 
Road, the two main arteries into 
Kingston from the north, are cut 
off.” 


Last year’s event led to a 60 per 
cent drop in trade for some busi¬ 
nesses, as regular shoppers stayed 
away. 

One shop worker said: “Having 
to get to work is a nightmare, get¬ 
ting home is a nightmare, and then 
the day drags as we have very few 
customers as everyone is either 
avoiding the shops or are only 
there to watch the cycling.” 

Town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst responded to the 
criticisms by marketing Kingston 
as a weekend destination, in the 
hope families will come to town 
early and spend money before 
Sunday’s race. 

A bike festival will also be held in 
Memorial Gardens, while the 


Market Place will host seaside- 
themed events - including 
Punch and Judy shows and a giant 
sandpit. 

Jerry Irving, chief executive of 
Kingston Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “On the face of it it’s difficult 
because it interrupts trade, but 
businesses are now beginning to 
realise the long-term benefits. 

“It puts Kingston on the map. 

“I think businesses are feeling 
far more positive. They are begin¬ 
ning to see it as a great event.” 

Kingston will be the only town 
cyclists visit twice when making 
their way to and from Surrey Hills.

Honouring the fallen 
of a ‘wretched’ war

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Lights went out across Kingston 
on Monday, to mark 100 years 
since time ran out for millions of 
Europe’s citizens. 

Britain’s ultimatum to Ger¬ 
many, as her troops marched 
into Belgium, expired at 11pm on 
August 4,1914, leading to war. 

Foreign Secretary Sir Edward 
Grey was moved to utter his fa¬ 
mous words: “The lamps are 
going out all over Europe, we 
shall not see them lit again in our 
lifetime.” 

The Rev Jonathan Wilkes, from 
All Saints Church, addressed a 
crowd at the service in Market 
Place. 

He said: “Through the mist of 
time, the true awfulness of that 
war has been diluted by 100 re¬ 
membrances, but today, we try 
again to recall the wretched suf¬ 
fering of so many who died or 
were injured.” 

Inside All Saints, 11 candles 
were put out one by one until 
11pm. 

Rt Rev Richard Cheetham, 
Bishop of Kingston, said in 
Kingston there was “a whole 
community caught up” in the 
war, from the thousands who 
passed through the East Surreys 
barracks to those who built Sop- 
with fighter planes. 

He added: “In many parts of 
our world lights are being 
extinguished. 


“All of us in our global and in¬ 
terconnected world need to play 
our part in standing for justice 
and peace.” 

Former councillor and RAF 
electrician Douglas Reynolds, 93, 
attended the ceremony, and said 
it was “right and proper” the cer¬ 
emony was held in Market Place, 
where members of the public 
could join. 

His father, Henry, had been a 
conscientious objector, he said, 
but was selected for service in 


the Royal Army Medical Corps, 
and “he didn’t mind doing that”. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said: “We have just 
got to do more in working for 
peace, and that is the best way to 
honour those people who gave 
their lives.” 

On Monday night millions 
turned out their lights as part of 
the Royal British Legion’s Lights 
Out campaign to mark the an¬ 
niversary of the declaration of 
war.

Hate notice pinned to synagogue

The rabbi of a Kingston syn¬ 
agogue has said he feels less 
safe after finding a sign call¬ 
ing worshippers “child mur¬ 
derers” stuck up outside the 
building. 

Rabbi Samuel Landau, 26, 
arrived at Kingston, Sur¬ 
biton and District Syna¬ 
gogue in Uxbridge Road on 
Tuesday morning last week, 
to find the note written in 
black capital letters on A4 
paper stuck on the front 
door. 

The married father-of-one 
said: “When the distinction 
between Palestine and 
Israel motivates you to 
behave in such a way - with 
no thought to debate or 
discussion - I think that is 
worrying.” 

The long-standing Israel- 
Palestine conflict has esca¬ 
lated in recent weeks, with 
more than 1,800 people 
killed, mainly Palestinians. 

Rabbi Landau said: “I am 
disappointed the society we 
live in is not able to process 
and think things through 
and tars everybody with the 
same brush. I feel less safe.” 

Police were called to re¬ 
ports of offensive material

outside the synagogue at 
11am on July 29. 

Inspector Charlie Aitken, 
from Kingston police, said: 
“We take all reports of reli¬ 
gious or racial hate crime 
very seriously - as a result 
this matter will be thorough¬ 
ly investigated. 

“The secured evidence has 
been taken for forensic ex¬ 
amination which we hope 
will lead us to the identity 
of the perpetrator or 
perpetrators.” 

He said door-to-door and 
CCTV enquiries had already 
taken place. 

Rabbi Landau, a trainee 
clinical psychologist, said: “I 
look like a Jew when I walk 



down the road in Kingston 
and several people have 
shouted out of their car at 
me, so this does not seem out 
of place. It is not something 
out of the blue.” 

He said offensive material 
had previously been put up 
outside the synagogue some 
years before when Israel had 
been involved in previous 
conflicts. 


He said extra security and 
police patrols had been put 
in place since the incident. 

John Azah, chairman at 
charity Kingston Race and 
Equalities Council, said: 
“One hate crime is one hate 
crime too many. It is not 
acceptable. 

“We need to separate what 
is happening from a political 
perspective from what is 


happening in Kingston. 

“It is incomprehensible 
somebody would have the 
audacity to attack any 
community.” 

No arrests have been made 
to date.

Zac banned 
from driving 

MP Zac Goldsmith has been 
banned from driving for six 
months following a string of 
speeding offences. 

The 39-year-old was caught 
speeding in Lower Mortlake 
Road, Richmond, on February 
20 this year and on 
December 4 and 5, 2013, 
in Hammersmith Road, 
Hammersmith. 

The MP for Richmond Park 
and north Kingston was 
caught exceeding the 30mph 
speed limit in all three cases in 
a Toyota - driving at 39mph in 
Richmond and 38mph and 
36mph in Hammersmith.

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‘ROT IN HELL’: Reaction divided over rapist’s death 

Man who raped OAP 
found hanged in cell

A man who raped and tried to 
murder a pensioner in Chessing- 
ton has died days before he was 
due to be sentenced. 

Robert Richards, 22, was found 
hanged in his cell on Tuesday, 
July 29. 

A neighbour of the victim said 
reaction to his death was split. 

They said: “Obviously the peo¬ 
ple that know the victim, they 
don’t really care. It’s been quite 
‘May he rot in hell’, and that sort 
of thing. 

“I’ve also had a reaction from 
people that knew his mother. 
They’re saying, ‘You should 
think of her and what she’s going 
through’.” 

Paramedics were called to 
Wandsworth Prison at 9am on 
Tuesday. 

Richards was taken to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting, but 
paramedics were unable to re¬ 
vive him. 

A prison service spokesman 
said: “HMP Wandsworth prison¬ 
er Robert Richards was found

unresponsive in his cell on the 
morning of Tuesday, July 29. 

“Staff attempted to resuscitate 
him and paramedics were called, 
but he was pronounced dead in 
hospital at 9.50pm the same day. 

“As with all deaths in custody, 
the independent prisons and pro¬ 
bation ombudsman will conduct 
an investigation.” 

The news of Richards’ death 
was posted on Facebook by fami¬ 
ly members, according to friends, 


but has since been deleted. 

Richards, of Pear Tree Close, 
was convicted in June of raping 
and attempting to kill a woman 
in her 70s in Chessington on Oc¬ 
tober 23 last year. 

He climbed in her window as 
she was lying in bed and whis¬ 
pered “I like you. I will kill you,” 
before pulling her to the floor 
and raping her. 

The attack was so vicious it left 
her with a broken jaw, a bleed on 
the brain, a fracture below the 
eye, a broken hip, fractured ver¬ 
tebrae and 10 broken ribs. 

Richards, a father-of-one, was 
due to be sentenced on Monday, 
August 4. 

It is understood police visited 
the victim on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, last week, to inform her of 
her attacker’s death. 

Richards’ is the second death of 
a Wandsworth prisoner in less 
than two months. On June 12, 
Mathan Vadivelalagan, 20, of 
Mitcham, was found unrespon¬ 
sive in his cell by a member of 
staff. 

Prison suicides rose from 60 na¬ 
tionally in 2012, to 72 in 2013. The 
Howard League for Penal Reform 
said there had been 42 up to July 
this year.

Cyclists - cut your speed 


Paul Durrant’s letter (Greenway 
is now working well after earlier 
concerns, July 31) implies the 
Greenway’s detractors comprise 
motorists, people from elsewhere 
and those uninvolved locally.

Tolworth Broadway itself is now 
nicer, though with drawbacks, but 
the roundabout is a risky mess.

Mr Durrant’s version is most 
like that in the Voice electioneer¬ 
ing newspaper of the Liberal 
Democrats, including his neigh¬ 
bour and fellow project enthusi¬ 
ast, Vicki Harris. 

Mr Durrant had previously told 
me his residents’ association was 
moribund. 

I hope it survives so all of us, in¬ 
cluding the re-elected Councillor 
Harris, can resume opposition to 
Tesco if its next plan for Hook 
Rise South continues to be out of 
scale (even without a store and 
with the pretext of maximising 
homes), as is likelier than ever to 
refill the firm’s coffers.

Money for new homes 


First time buyers are being 
squeezed further out of the 
market, with house sales by this 
group down five percentage 
points, a twenty per cent decrease 
in the last month alone, according 
to the National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA). 

The NAEA's June Housing Market 
Report shows the number of first 
time buyers dropped to 20 per 
cent, down from 25 per cent in 
May 2014 (a five per cent 
decrease), the lowest level 
recorded since May 2013. The first 
time buyer struggle is reflected in 
the age of this month's house 
buyers, as those aged 18 to 30 
represented just three per cent of 
all house sales in June, the lowest 
percentage of young house 
buyers recorded by the NAEA to- 
date. Nearly 80 per cent of NAEA 
member agents believe the recent 
announcement by the Bank of 
England governor, Mark Carney, 
on the cap on high-risk 
mortgages, which will see only 15 


per cent of new mortgages at 4.5 
times a borrower's income, will 
affect the number of first-time 
buyers and home owners looking 
to move. 

Mark Hayward, managing 
director of the NAEA, said: "Things 
are getting even tougher for first 
time buyers. Not only do you now 
need to stump up ridiculously 
large sums of money in terms of 
deposits and stamp duty to be 
able to get on the ladder, but new 
rules mean buyers will also have 
to prove they can easily afford 
repayments now and in the 
future. Alongside this, a scaling 
back of the governments Help to 
Buy scheme and the 
implementation of the MMR in 
April will also have a significantly 
negative impact on the first time 
buyer market." 

There is some good news in this 
month's NAEA housing report, as 
June saw an increase in the 
average number of properties 
available. 



The Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, is allocating almost 
half a billion pounds to more 
than 50 housing providers to 
build thousands of affordable 
homes. 

An additional £404m has been 
allocated to increase house 
building, which also include 
funding for the London Housing 
Bank and Housing Zones as part 
of an overall £1.25bn package to 
deliver 45,000 affordable homes 
by 2018. 

The allocations will see almost 
half of London's boroughs run 
their own development 
programme with funding from 
City Hall and 11 housing 
associations running large scale 


construction programmes of 
over 500 homes each. 

These latest allocations will 
unlock a total investment of 
£4.23bn into house building in 
the capital. 

The Mayor is also taking 
forward five bids for a portion of 
a further £85m to establish an 
innovative revolving fund, that 
could see up to 5,000 homes 
built over a longer-period by 
'recycling' investment. 

The revolving fund bids, 
including one from the Big Issue 
Foundation and another from 
Mill Group, are part of the 
Mayor's drive to attract wider 
sources of investment to 
support house building.

Arnold’s 
ticket 
for a ride 

Former soldier Steve Arnold 
has already overcome more 
challenges than most people 
face during his lifetime, 
writes Ric Sumner. 

But having battled through 
the long process of rehab and 
recovery after suffering dev¬ 
astating injuries in the line of 
duty, he is determined to 
achieve one more - compet¬ 
ing for GB at the 2016 Para¬ 
lympics in Rio. 

And the next step on his 
journey kicks off in 
Kingston’s Market Place 
on August 10 in the Pruden¬ 
tial RideLondon Handcycle 
Classic.

Arnold will be among a 
field of up to 50 world class 
handcyclists, including some 
top names from Paralympic 
sport, departing Kingston at 
8.30am on a 15-mile race 
through the capital, finishing 
in style on the Mall. 

The 34-year-old former staff 
sergeant, who finished eighth 
in last year’s event, took up 
handcycling at Headley 
Court rehabilitation centre 
in 2011 after losing both legs 
above the knee when he 
stepped on an IED while lead¬ 
ing a search team in 
Afghanistan in April 2010. 

But he refused to let it stop 
him and his performances 
since last summer’s RideLon¬ 
don have propelled him into 
the GB Development Team. 

“A lot has happened since 
last year and in October I was 
brought into the Great 
Britain Development Team 
which was a real honour. 
Having been in the army it is 
like swapping one uniform 
for another really,” he said. 

“I have started to not only 
race on the national circuit 
but also European circuits, so 
it has been brilliant to test 
myself at the highest level. 

“I am aiming for World 
Championships and Para¬ 
lympics one day. 

“Even though it is a fair 
while away I am aiming for it 
because otherwise what is 
the point of doing it?”
